PEANUT WORM IS 
FOUND IN MANY FLELDS; 
AGENT ADVISES POISONING 


By Hugh D, Sexton, Co, Agt. 


On Saturday morning of last 
week the Agent and Assistant 
Agent found the velvet bean cat- 
erpillar present in all fields visited 
along the Hnterprise Highway 
from the Dale County line to En- 
erprise, This worm has also been 
found on Mr. J. N, Wallace's 
field at New Brockton, Mr, Wal- 
lace found this worm after mak- 
ing a close check in one of his 
fields, Farmers are reminded 
that this is the same worm that 
almost ruined the 1939 peanut 
crop. 

Farmers are urged to examine 
their peanut plants at least twice 
a week, The only way to deter- 
mine whether or not the worms 
are present is to pull up the plants 
about over the field, shake them 
over & newspaper or on the clean 
ground and see what comes off. 
The Agent has learned from ac- 
tual experience that the best way 
to examine a plant is to pull it up 
carefully, look on the ground un- 
der the plant before shaking the 
plant, and then spread a news- 
paper down and shake the plant 
several times over the newspaper, 

The recommendations for fight- 
ing this worm is to dust immedi- 
ately after finding an average of 
10 worms per plant, with 10 to 12 
pounds of cryolite per acre. 

The Agent is convinced that 
this threat is sufficient cause to 
be alarmed. Farmers are urged 
to use every means within their 
power to get dusting equipment 
located. Farmers are also re- 
minded that the supply of cryo- 
lite is plentiful but that local 
dealers cannot afford to stock 
quantities of this material unless 
requested to do so by farmers,

PRODUCTION: 
Boost Needed 


Because of an upward revision in 
the requirements of heavy artillery 
and ammunition, transport equip- 
ment, aerial bombs and communica- 
tions equipment, U. S. armament 
production must be speeded up by 
24 per cent by October, Lieut. Gen. 
Brehon Somervell of the army serv- 
ice forces declared. 


Revealing that manpower short- 
ages were the principal deterrents 
to increased production, General 
Somervell said that contributing fac- 
tors to the tight situation were ab- 
senteeism, a search for peacetime 
jobs and the unpleasantness and low- 
er pay for work in such critical 
heavy industries as forgings and 
castings. 

As Allied lines lengthened and the 
pace of battle stepped up requiring 
longer columns of transport and 
more and more munitions, the need 
for trucks, shells, bullets, etc., will 
continue to rise, General Somervell 
said, demanding stepped-up output. 


U. S. BUDGET: 
Near 100 Billion 


Figuring on Germany’s defeat be- 
fore next summer but a longer war 
against Japan, Budget Director Har- 
old D. Smith estimated U, S. expend- 
itures of 981% billion dollars during 
the fiscal year ending next June 30. 


Of the total of 98% billion dollars, 
about 89 billion will be for the war, 
Smith said, with possible increases 
in the event that the European con- 
flict is prolonged, requiring a great- 
er output of munitions. 

With receipts estimated at 45% bil- 
lion dollars, there will be a deficit 
of over 52% billion, Smith predicted, 
with the national debt rising to over 
250 billion dollars. 


PACIFIC: 
Deadly Enemy 


Pocketed by closing American 
pincers on all of the South Pacific 
fronts, Japanese soldiers were des- 
perately fighting to the last, with 
U. S. troops literally advancing over 
their dead bodies. 


Following the heavy enemy loss 
on Saipan, no less than 7,893 enemy 
dead were counted in the fighting 
on Guam, with Japanese units still 
resisting, while 5,000 fell on Tinian, 
with scattered bands directing 
sniper fire from caves and dugouts. 


To the south along the northern 
New Guinea coast where a succes- 
sion of U. S. landings between 
enemy forces cut them off from one 
another, fierce Japanese efforts to 
hack their way out of the steel trap 
were countered by heavy American 
resistance, 


DRAFT: 


Tighten Inductions 


Although selective service re- 
affirmed its present policy of con- 
centrating on the induction of men 
under 26, Draft Director Lewis B. 
Hershey prodded local boards into 
calling all men over that age not 
engaged in an essential occupation. 

At the same time, Director Her- 
shey instructed authorities to clean 
up the reclassification of all men 
over 26 in essential industry from 
1-A, only leaving non-deferables in 
that group. 

Originally, selective service’s pol- 
icy of concentrating on induction of 
men under 26 permitted postpone- 
ment of the drafting of all men over 
26 regardless of the status of their 
occupation.

EUROPE: 
Drive On 


Smashing through weak, disorgan- 
ized German resistance, U. S. forces 
bursting out of Normandy plowed 
into Brittany, with powerful motor- 
ized columns driving on the big sea- 
port of Brest and the Nazi sub- 
marine base of St. Nazaire. 


While Lieut. Gen. Omar Bradley's 
U. S. forces put the foe to route in 
the west, British troops smashed 
forward in the central and eastern 
sector of the front against stronger 
German resistance, with the enemy 
seeking to retard the advance with 
continual armored counterattacks. 
With prisoners streaming to the Al- 
lied rear, the bag was over 100,000 
since D-day. 


Disembarkation point for dough- 
boys during World War I and sec- 
ond largest port in France, Brest, 
along with Cherbourg, would give 
the Allies important terminals for 
the convenient supply of their 
armies after repair of the Nazis’ ex- 
tensive demolitions to facilities, . 

The once proud Polish capital of 
Warsaw became a flaming battle- 
ground for the second time during 
the war as Russian forces battered 
through its eastern environs on the 
central sector of the eastern front. 


On the northern end of the front, 
the Reds strove to seal an estimat- 
ed 300,000 German 
troops cut off in the 
Baltic states from 
other Nazi units 
sorely pressed 
around Hast Prus- 
sia by Russian 
forces under com- 
mand of 38-year-old 
Gen. Ivan Chernia- 
khovsky. 

With the Russians 
only about 125 miles 
from central Ger- 
many on the south- 
ern end of the front, the Nazis were 
putting up a stand behind the Vis- 
tula river, while Hungarian and Ru- 
manian troops guarded the moun- 
tainous gateways to the Balkans. 


In northern Italy, Allied forces 
girded for a full scale assault upon 
the enemy’s vaunted ‘‘Gothic Line,” 
with their advance on the new forti- 
fication system hewn in the moun- 
tainous terrain slowed by the foe’s 
stubborn stand before the art center 
of Florence. 


DIPLOMACY: 
Swing to Allies 


With the Allies battering in Ger- 
man defenses throughout Europe, 
neutral Turkey, with one eye closely 
cocked on the impending peace ta- 
ble, took another step toward the 
United Nations ranks by breaking 
off political and economic relations 
with the Nazis. 

Meanwhile, little Finland moved 
to reassert her independence with 
Marshal Baron von Mannerheim as- 
suming the presidency from. Risto 
Ryti, who had bound the country to 
a finish fight against Russia by Ger- 
many’s side. With the Nazis report- 
ed to be pulling troops out of Fin- 
land, there was talk of peace nego- 
tiations with Moscow, with the Reds 
demanding restoration of the 1940 
border. 

With Allied victories in Europe 
consolidating their position in the 
Near East, Turkey sought to gain 
their favor by breaking with Ger- 
many, but not before it had ob- 
tained promises of military assist- 
ance in the event that the Nazis 
should attack the country.

STRIKE: 
Philly Tied Up 

Production of radar, heavy artil- 
lery, bombs and other ordnance was 
seriously hampered in Philadelphia 
when transportation lines running to 
the surrounding war plants were 
paralyzed by a strike of 6,000 bus, 
trolley and subway operators over 
the hiring of Negro drivers. 

Adding to the transportation tie- 
up, which was only partially relieved 
by OPA's increase in gas rations to 
permit use of automobiles, were 
scores of clashes between whites 
and negroes, flaring throughout the 
whole city and accompanied by ex- 
tensive damage to property and loot- 
ing. 

Although the army took over 
operation of the lines upon Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's orders to carry 
workers to their vital jobs, drivers 
persisted in striking unless the com- 
pany discontinued its newly estab- 
lished practice of hiring negroes. 


ROBOTS: 
Damage Reported 

Over 4,500 persons killed; 14,000 
seriously injured and many more 
only slightly hurt; 17,000 houses to- 
tally destroyed and 800,000 dam- 
aged to varying degrees—that was 
the toll taken by the Germans’ ro- 
bot bombs during a seven week pe- 
riod, Prime Minister Churchill said, 

Churchill revealed the extent of 
the robot damage during a speech 
in which he declared that the shape 
of military events throughout the 
whole perimeter of Hitler's Fortress 

H Europe indicated a possible early 
victory, with continuing American 
successes in the, Pacific also raising 
hopes for a shortened war against 
Japan, 

Although admitting the severe 
damage from the robots, Churchill 
sald that the shower of buzz-bombs 
would not crack British morale, add- 
ing: ‘There is no question of divert- 
ing our strength from the extreme 
prosecution of the war or allowing 
this particular infliction to weaken in 
any way our energetic support of 
our Allies.” 


BABY SERUM 


A method of immunizing infants 
against diphtheria and whooping 
cough by a single injection of serum 
has been developed by three doc- 
tors connected with the Evanston, 
Il, health department. The phys- 
icians mixed diphtheria toxoid and 
pertussis (whooping cough) vaccine 
and injected 649 infants over a five- 
year period with a high degree of 
success. Doses were given at three- 
week intervals and one week inter- 
vals. The longer period gave more 
satisfactory results,

While a prophet had the ministry 
of foretelling, his chief work was 
forth-telling. He told of the future, 
but his larger ministry was to de- 
clare the message of God. As Sam- 
uel did this in faithful devotion to 
the Lord, there was the immediate 
blessing of God which established 
the prophet throughout the whole 
land. 

Those who are timid about ‘‘limit- 
ing’’ their ministry (imagine that!) 
to the Bible should learn of Samuel 
that it is the only really effective 
message. God will not ‘‘let you 
down”’ if you teach and preach His 
Word. He let none of Samuel’s 
“words fall to the ground’ (vy. 19) 
and He will not desert us as we 
give forth His truth. 

Il. Man’s Heart Revived (7:3-6). 

The response of the people to 
Samuel’s message was _ whole 
hearted, They were sick of their sin 
and idolatry. They proved the 
reality of their repentance by put- 
ting away their heathen gods. 

Such repentange and appropriate 
action is a prerequisite to spiritual 
revival. God cannot give us His 
blessing if we hold on to our sin 
and idolatry. 

Lest anyone think there is no 
idolatry in our day, let him recall 
the many who follow strange and 
heathenish religious cults, and let 
him remember that we have set up 
such gods as money, position, fash- 
jon, and others. We too need to put 
aside our ‘‘strange gods.” 

Note how the revival expressed it- 
self. They gathered together and 
prayed (vv. 5, 6). Spiritual life 
thrives onthe gathering together of 


, God's people. The crisis in Israel 


was met by a convocation of the 
people. We need to revive the great 
soul-stirring religious gatherings of 
a generation ago. Go yourself, and 
encourage others to go. Let the fire 
of God burn, and let those who meet 
scatter far and wide as brands 
which will light new fires. 

“T will pray,” said Samuel. He 
was a great intercessor (I, Sam. 
15:11, Ps. 99:6; Jer, 15:1). Revival 
starts in the faithful intercession of 
a burdened heart. Should we not 
ask ourselves, ‘Have I really 
prayed for revival in my church, 
my city, and my country?” 

Il. A Nation Delivered (7:7-11). 

“Cry unto God ... he will save 
us,”” was the word of Samuel. They 
cried, and He did! ‘‘The Lord thun- 
dered with a great thunder,” and 
discomfited the enemies of Israel. 

In these days of warfare we might 
well cry out, “Lord, do it again,’ 
thunder upon our enemies and de- 
feat them in such a way that they 
and we shall see that it was the hand 
of God and not of men! (See Ps. 
20:7.) 

That is one thing for which we 
might well pray, for ‘‘behold, the 
Lord’s hand is not shortened, that 
it cannot save; neither his ear 
heavy, that it cannot hear’ (Isa. 
59:1), 

Seeing Israel at prayer, the enemy 
took advantage of them and at- 
tacked. In the previous battle at this 
very spot (see last Sunday’s les- 
son) Israel had been defeated be- 
cause they had fought with the 
weapons of man, Now, with God’s 
weapons of prayer and faith, they 
had glorious victory. 

IV.. God’s Mercy 
(7:12), 

Samuel raised a stone of remem- 
brance, to remind Israel in the 
years to come that the Lord had 
been their help. A defeated, dis- 
heartened, sinful people had turned 
to God in repentance and faith, and 
God had given them victory. They 
must never forget His mercy, 

One of the great concerns of think- 
ing men in our day is the fear that 
victory may come to us before we 
are spiritually and morally ready 
to receive it. If it does, we shall 
see a mad rush into excesses of all 
kinds, a bold glorying in our own 
ability and power, and even greater 
forgetfulness of God, 

What America needs now is a deep 
going spiritual revival which will 
both prepare us for a’ God-given 
victory, and for the peace which is 
to follow.

ELBA PILOT BASED 
IN ITALY FLIES 
50 COMBAT MISSIONS 


15th AAF In Italy—Cap- 
tain Robert D. Hasters, 23, 
son of Mrs. Eva Easters, of 
Wiba, Ala., recently flew his 
50th combat mission. He is 
a pilot and operations offi- 
cer with a 15th AAF B-24 
Liberator heavy bombard- 
ment unit, based in Italy. 

Among his flights over 
Nazi-held territory was one 
to the submarine pens at 
Toulon, France, a mission 
for which Capt. Easters was 
awarded the Distinguished 
Flying Cross. He was a sec- 
tion leader that day and his 
plane was heavily hit by an- 
ti-aircraft fire before reach- 
ing the target. One engine 
was rendered useless and 
his hydraulic system inop- 
erative, but he continued to 
the sub pens and dropped 
his bombs. On the return; 
his crippled ‘plane was men- 
aced by fighter planes, but 
he brought it safely home. 

“The trip to Toulon was 
a rough one, but at that. I 
consider my six flights to 
Ploesti, Rumania, where the 
Nazis have their largest oil 
refineries, more gruelling. 
It’s flak, flak, flak at Ploesti 
and it comes up at you in 
big lumps. One trip we 
didn’t get shot up, but on the 
other five we sure got it 
plenty. More than once we 
looked at our chutes 4as if to 
say, ‘Well, it’s up to you,’ 
but somehow we always 
made it home,’ commented 
the Elba airman. r 

A graduate of Elba High 
School, Easters spent two 
years at the University of 
Alabama before joining thé 
USAAF in December, 1940.

SAM McCOLLOUGH 
TELLS OF FIGHTING 
ON ITALIAN FRONT 


“Oh, I’ve had plenty of 
narrow squeaks, but always 
managed to come through,” 
is the manner in which St. 
Sgt. Samuel S. McCollough, 
of Elba, referred to his com- 
bat expriences in Italy, The 
sergeant, who recently re- 
turned to this country, has 
been in the Army for the 
past 18 years. 

While in combat, Set. Me- 
Collough was chief of a 155 
mm, Howitzer field artillery 
battery attached to the 
French fighting in the cen- 
ter sector of the Allied line 
in Italy. He participated in 
the breakthrough at Cassino 
and the Gustave line and 
the fighting for Rome and 
Naples. When he left his 
unit to return to the United 
States, it was about 150 
miles north of Rome, 

Set. McCollough had high 
praise for the French 
diers, stating they were ag- 
gressive and determined 
fighters. Despite «he~ fact 
that they were fighting in 
mountainous terrain where 
the going was tough, the 
French accomplished their 
missions on schedule. 

Referring to the fire mis- 
sions handled by his guns, 
the sergeant stated that 
each gun in his particular 
battery fired almost 7,000 
rounds of ammunition in 
seven months of actual 
fighting in Italy.

DEPENDENT FAMILIUS STILL 
PACE CRITICAL PRIVA'LION 
AND HARDSHIPS 

The 483 families in Coffee 
County who are dependent upon 
the Department of Public Weltare 
because they cannot benefit from 
employment opportunities are 
Still facing critical privation and 
hardship even though their aver- 
age monthly grants are higher 
than they were at the end of the 
last fiscal year, Mrs. Grace M, 
Bbert, County Director of Public 
Welfare said today in releasing 
comparative figures for Septem- 
ber, 1943 and July; 1944, 

“Today we assist 433 families 
at an average monthly payment 
of $16.17," Mrs, Hbert saia, “a 
substantial increaso from Septem- 
ber’s $66 families reoeiving a 
$10,238 average grant,” 

Despite this increase, each fam- 
ily receives less than half of its 
actual minimum needs for food, 
clothing. shelter, medical care, 
and other essentials. She then 
explained that the amount granted 
each family was based upon that 
family's total basic needs in rela- 
tion to funds available, “We 
should like to be in a position to 
make payments which cover each 
family’s total budgeted needs. 
Instead, present payments cover 
on the average only 43 per cent 
of the needs in each family 
group.” 

Thus, with the public assistance 
dollar today estimated as worth 
about 67 cents in terms of its 1940 
purchasing power, it is obvious 
that average grants of $16,17 can- 
not provide adequately for those 
dependent on them, 

“We are all pleased with the 
progress that has been made,” the 
Director stated, “for in September 
we met only 28 pér cent of each 
family’s needs,” She further 
emphasized that 1943 legislation 
increasing public welfare appro- 
priations had made these higher 
grants possible, but said that the 
Department of Public Welfare 
continues to see unmet need 
among various groups assisted. 

Since the major portion of the 
new monies were allocated for 
Old Age Assistance, largest in- 
creases were for this group, from 
256 receiving a $8.98 average to 
314 reciving an average of $15.42. 
though the highest per cent of 
need met was for those in this 
group, payments covering only 
46 per cent of minimum needs 
are far from adequate. 

“Suffering today is perhaps 
greatest, however, among the 
Aid to Handicapped group,” the 
Director declared, “as only 36 per 
cent of the needs o@ this group is 
being met by Aid to Handicapped 
grants. Forty-eight recipients in 
this group received an average 
grant of $11.44 during July 1944.” 

“The Department regularly vis- 
its, or makes contacts. with, fam- 
ilies to determine théir continuing 
eligibility for aid,” the Director 
added; ‘and these contacts under- 
line existing needs and problems 
of those already under care,”

RUCKER SOLDIERS 
REBUILD JACKSON’S 
BRIDGE IN COFFEE 


Vor fifteen years Coffee 
County farmers have been 
crossing White Water Creek 
over the old Jackson bridge. 
Time and travel were be- 
ginning to tell on the struc- 
ture and a few weeks ago it 
was condemned by county 
officials. 

Demolition of the old 
bridge and immediate con- 
struction of a new one eall- 
ed for experienced minds 
and strong, rugged bodies. 
Highway officials contacted 
the 66th Panther Division, 
who in turn assigned the job 
to its 266th Combat Engi- 
neer Battalion. The county 
supplied all the necessary 
materials while the 266th 
furnished the manpower. 

The second platoon of 
Company ‘“C” immediately 
bivouaced near the south 
end of the bridge, two miles 
from Victoria, and began 
working their way span by 
span across the creek, swo- 
len by heavy summer rains. 
At the end of the first week 
of work ten of the bridge’s 
28 spans had been torn 
down and new ones put in 
their places. 

Latest and most complex 
engineering equipment was 
combined with the old reli- 
able axes, sledge-hammers 
and crowbars. A _ 13-ton 
pile-driver, equipped with a 
1,000-pound hammer, drove 
new pilings into the creek 
bed. as soon as old ones were 
removed. An air hammer, 
powered by a mobile com- 
pressor; made child’s play 
of what might have been a 
tedious job when _ cross- 
beams and flooring had to 
be nailed in place. 


Besides insuring travel 
without mishap for rural 


residents of Coffee County, 
the demolition and construc- 
tion work proved valuable 
training experience for the 
Panther builders.
